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General Summarp of Mews, 





EUROPE. 


Since our publication of yesterday, which gave the heads of 
public intelligence from Europe, tp to the 2ist of July, we have re- 
ceived files of the’ Englishman, Morniag Chronicle, and Times News- 
papers, up to the 24th, as weil 2s aseries of the Literary Gazette 
to the same date. These last will furnish us with someinteresting ar- 
ticles for our Literary Nombers, but they must be passed over for the 
moment, to make room for the general political intelligence contained 
in the popular Papers of the day, which we here continue. 


Ove of the first articles that we are desirons of presenting to our 
readers, is an ably-written Letter from India, which has been publish 
ed in the Morning Chrenicle of the 15:b of July, where it may be seen 
Op reference, by those who suppose that all eulogiam on the blessings 
cf a Pree Press, mast originate in the Office of the Calcutta Journal, 
merely because that seems to have been the only Indian Paper that 
bas valued itself upon the possession of this inestimable privilege. 


They undersand this subject better, however, in England ; where 
the Letter of the Fietp Orricer, which enumerates the striking fea- 
tures of the present Goveroment of India, and ranke that of the 
Farcenom or the Press, os it deserves to he, among the most bril- 
liant acts of ghoe preseat Administration, is no sooner receited, than 
it is prin'ed, commente: en, evlogiged, and repeated from Journal to 
Journal, in a way that suihdesde shows how it is estimated at home, 
and how different the public feeling of Rugland is to that of ladia on 
the importance of such a gift: : 

We can hasdly hope that this testimony wil! effect any change in 
the sentiments of thost blind guides. who enshroud themselves in 


clou'ls of courted darknexs ;—for we might say to them, as was said | 


of old to stubborn anbetievers, that if the testimoney of those who 
have already epoken was insaffiiciegt jo open their understandings, the 
raising of the dead to life would scarcely effect it. 

The fact is, we believe, that their hostility is neither towards the 
Liberty of the Press, nor to its Noble Liberator, nor to its Learned 
Legal Kalogizier, but to the humble though sealous Advocate 
who has proved so great a atumbling-block to their monopoly of 

ablic favour. The time must come, however, when these persona- 
ities shall be shaken off and abandoned as that to which patriots, 
scholars, and gentlemen should be too proud to stoop ; when Truth 
will be revered .vc its own sake, without cefereace to theiquarter 


from whence it springs ; and when manly intellect, and independant * 


British feeling will fiud sumemore worthy subject for the exercise of 
its talent than peurile parodies, and witless effusious, as offensive to 
Gelivacy as they are repaznani to common sense : 

We hope that thid Letter of the Fiery Orricenr, which we here 
introduce, will meet the eye of some of those who have assamed that 
signature, in the late Military Discussions; as they well see by it that 
ail Field Officers do not think alike, on questions either of Military 
or of Civil Policy.

conquered countries; He tas TAKEN OFF THE CENSORSHIP OF THE 
Press, AND HAS UNLOGKED THE Pustic MinD; he has checked the 
slave trade in Nepaal, formerly thegreat mart for this inhuman traftic; 
he bas established seminaries for education, and public hospitals ; 
and he has treated the Princes in alliance with us with complaisatice; 
and justice. He has, besides, improved the condition of our military 
establishment. Thestaff department has been re-organized. Inter- 
preters have been added to the Native Corps, and the proceedings of 
Coarts Martial have been strictly scratinized and pablicly commrented 
on, Ina word, if he has not done all the good that could have been 
accomplished, we must not forget that he has had to contend with 


 Coaneils, directors, au’ the controlling power. 


The trade here has wonderfully increased since the monopoly sys- 
tem has been broken iu pon. There has been, in fact, an over-trading ; 
but this will give people ataste for our manufactures, and eventvally 
increase the trade. The security with which merchandize may traverse 
the country is another circumstance highly advantagcous to the inter- 
esis of commerce. Sull there exist the most dreadful draw-backs onit. 
The principal of these are the remains of the monopoly; the zreat 
difficulty of driving an inland commerce, owing to the high duties, 
aod the restrictions paton people going up the country, or holding 
utercourse with the natives, and pursuing their own interests ia their 

jown way ; and fiaally, the beavy pressure of taxation, which checks 
the accumulation of capital, and the improvement of agricalture and 
commeroe. If ever sound government shall be established in Tndia. 
tho wealth of the country will be quite incalculable. At present vast 
racts of it are wholly uncultivated, and those that are ander culture 
eceive none of the benelits of scicatific husbandry. The manufactur- 
ng interests have been equally neglected. A proof of it is, that cot. 
toa is senthome, worked up, and then brought back to bodia, where 
under all the drawbacks upon trade, it-hasetood -all competition. ; 


A very disagreeable occurrence has lately taken place in the 
Seventh Regiment of Native Cavalry. On the regiment being o¢- 
dered in advance, they began to murmur, They complained, that 
they had been eleven years in the field; that during this period 
they had never seen their families ; that none of their household 
ceremonies had’ or could take place; that now that their familics 
had quitted their houses, and whea they were about to joia them 
they'were tepfived of ihe hope of seeing them; that during theie 
service two-thirds of them bad perished by sickness or the sword, and 
the remainder were ready to sacrifice their lives nobly, but that they 
gould pat logger suffer a lingertug existence. Genérel Doveton per- 
suaded them to remaia faithfal heie standards, and promised to 
represeut their grievances to the favourable consideration of Govern- 
ment. He thea seized the leaders; all were acquitted but one. From 
what has been stated, you will perceive.tNat these men had cause for 
gomplaint Had they had more controul ever their feelings, their 
patent discipline would have desorved regard, but it is doubtful 
whether ii would ever bave excited notice. 


The surest way to keep soldiers steady to their duty i

The Datch maif brings an article from Philadelphia, according 
to which Sir H. Popham, with a squadron of 74 gan ships, was atthe 
Havannah, concerting with the Spanish Governor measures prepara- 
tory to the cession of Caba to Great Britain. The Americans will 
have it, that the people of Cuba are much dissatisfied with this change 
of masters: that the citizens of the United States are so, we are per- 
fectly ready to believe. The Spaniards, on the other hand, are na- 
turaily (and pardonably) anxious to discredit the probability of their 
empire sustaining the loss of so fine an island. * Keep, then, your 
ambitious neighbours out of that part of the Spanish territory which 
commands the colonies of Eogiand, and she will feel not the least de- 
sire to obtain that portion of it which is calculated by its position to 
pretect them.” 


We congratnlate onr readers in the metropolis and elsewhere, on 
the peaceable termination of the Smithfield meeting last Wednesday. 
But our rence of the proceedings of the Court of Common Council 
held yesterday in Guildhall, will show that as we were not acquainted 
with half our danger, eo we were but slightly thankfal for our preser- 
vyasion and security. The Lord Mayor imformed the Court. that he 
had reeeived upon oath an acconnt of a most monstros and diabolical 
project planned by the disaffected, and expecting its execation from 
the assistance of the assembled mob. This project was nothing less 
than that of setting fire to the whole city of London, and murderinge its 
txAabitants! Contemplating the completion of so detestable an object 
the seditious seem to have acted with a forbearance and temper traly 
surprising’ Before the resolution of the populace conld have been 
* screwed tothe aticking point” of general conflagration and indis- 
criminate carnage, the most inflammatory harangues and factious 
incentives must have been sueceasfolly applied. Without panegyri- 
sing the conduct of mea whose visionary schemes we despise. whose 
principles we abhor, it may be permitted as to say. that we heard at 
the meeting of no such stimulants given to excite the perverted mul- 
titade, Could amore favourable opportunity have been devised by 
the ingenuity of a Cataline, than that which was presented by the ap- 
prehension of Harrison, for commencing the dreadful work of havoc 
apd devastation? Yet he was carried off from the theatre of demo- 
cratical distinction as quictly as ao ox to his atal!, with scarcely a sin- 
gle voice to bemoan his departare, without ope single hand raised to 
protract his stay If the uitra-Reformers were permitted to carry into ef- 
fect all their monstrous schemes for altering the constitation and 
directing the management of public affairs, we entertain not the slizht- 
ext doubt, tbat the destructica of the state, and, what is less importaat 
of themselves, would soon display the grons absurdity of their plans. 
We are equatty convinced, that clamours against public abuses and 
political profligacy are most loudly vociferated by many Huntites and 
Cobbettites, who exhibitin their lives a total want of private worth 
and virtue, Bat whatever opinion we hold of these constitation-men- 
ders, (and our a'most daily ceusures of them will prove that it is not 
vory flattering to their vavity,) we must still consider the tidings of 
this worse than the cunpowder-plot as most extraordinary. The 
Lord Mayor may possess more information on this important point 
than be thought it judicious to communicate to the meeting at Goild- 
ball: but we-truat his Lordship will pardon us, if we stoieally with- 
hold our credence of a story so shocking and so improbable, thoagh 


giveo apon oath, till further accounts corroborate (which we trust they 
will not) the alarming detail.

A London Paper of this date says:—We are sorry to state 
that five houses in the City have this day stopped payment. Two of 
these are in the American line, two in the woollen jine, and one of an 
Indigo broker of considerable eminence. In the latter instance she 
calamity is said to have been caused by speculation in the funds, 


Notwithstanding the the recent onfavorable accounts from Ame- 
rica, two respectable houses, in the Woollen trade, in the neighbour- 
hood of Leeds, are now: executing some extensive ‘orders for the 
American market, and large quantities of goods have arrived at Leeds 
from Manchester, within these few days, to be forwarded to Hull, and 
thence shipped for the German and Mediterranean markets,

It anpears by some returns recently laid on the Table of the 
Flouse of Commons, that the Bank is steadily proceeding in the re- 
duction of itsissues. One of these returns shews the total weckly 
amount of Bank-notes and Bank post-bills in circulation, between 
the 18th of last May, and the 30th of June. The result is, that at 
the former period, the agrecate amount was 25.397.030; and at the 
latter, only 24,111,190 ; being » diminution of 1,265,840, ia six weeks ; 
or, ia the ratio of about 200,000 a-week. 


A new Tunnel is cutting under the River Medway, from Ro- 
chester to Higham, and when this great work is completed, it is 
thought that a Steam Boat may be employed from Maidstone to 
the Capital. 


The Canal that was finished a few years ago, is from Graves 
send, (a little below the Black Horse, where there is a basin for 
Colliers to come in and unload) to Higham, which is about three miles 
from Gravesend, in a direct line to Rochester, where the high 
grounds commence, and where a Tannel was before attempted; a 
part however fell in, and itis supposed that a want of funds prevented 
its being farther proceeded in. 


A semaphore Telegraph is about to be erected at Deal, to com- 
manicate with others on the line of the Coast, for the prevention of 
smuggling. 


A steam-packet, called the Talbot, one of the largest and finest 
vessels of the kind hitherto built in this Conatry, now rans regalarly 
between Holyhead and Howth. Her accommodation for passengers, 
carriages, &e. are of the most superior description. 


The steam-boat Stirling, Capt. Satheriand, was preparing to start 
from the harbour for New-haven, when in consequence of the safety 
valve not being opened sufficiently to allow the escape of the accu 
malating ateam, the boiler exploded, and nine persons were more or 
less scalded, three of them severely : but no lives were lost. 


Lord Albemarle mentioned, at Mr Coke's meeting, that he 
knew one farmer whe would begia harvest by the !st of August. 


A party, consisting of Mr. Croker, the Seeretary of the Ad- 
miralty, Mr. Peel, &e. lately set out on a short excursion to the Con- 
tinent. It was proposed by one of the party to proceed in the packet 
from Dover to Calais, and thence round by land to Holland. The 
Secretary of the Admiralty offered the saperior accommodation of 
the Admiralty barge, aud proposed to sail direct for Antwerp. His 
offer was accepted; they sailed for Antwerp; but it uofortunately 
happened that there was not kill or intelligence enough on board to 
find out the mooth of the Scheldt, and the time of the party having 
been exhausted in the vain experiment, they bad the mortification of 
returning home without setting foot on either France, Flanders, or 
Holland.

An Aet ta repeal so much of an Act passed in the Fifty-fifth Year 
of His present Majesty, as relates to the Postage and Conveyance of Let- 
ters to and from the Cape of Good Hepe. Ceylon, the Mauritius, and the 
Exst Indies; and to make other Regulations respecting the Postage of 
such Leiters and Packets, and other Letters end Packets cent by the 
Post. [12th July, 1819.) 


65 G. 3. ¢. 153.—So much of recited Act as relates to Postage from the Cape of 
Good Hope, &¢. repealed. 


Whereas an Act was passed in the Fifyty-fifth Year of the Reign of 
His present Majesty, intitoled An Act for zranting certain Rates on the 
Postage of Letters to and from Great Britain, the Cape of Good Hope, the 
Mauritius, and the Fast Indies, and for making certain Regulations respecting 
the Postazeof ship L-tters, and of Letters in Great Britain: And whereas 
it is expedient that the said Act, so far as it relates to the Postage and 
Conveyance of Letters, Newspapers, printed Prices Carrent, and printed 
Papers, to and from the Cape of Good Hope, Ceylon, the Mauritius, and the 
East Indies, should be repealed, and that other Regulations should be made 
in liew thereof; be it therefore enacted by the King’s most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parlinment assembled, and by the 
Antherity of the same, That from and after the passing of this Act the said 
Act of the Fifty-fifth Vear of the Reign of His present Majesty, #0 far as 
relates to the Postage and Conveyance of Letters, Newspapers, printed 
Prices Current, and printed Papers, to and from the Cape of Gool Hope, 
Ceylon, the Mauritius, and the East Indies, shall be and the same is hereby 
repealed. 


Penalties incurred may he recovered. 

Il. Provided always nevertheless, and be it further enacted, That 
ony Penalty whic's shall have been incurred for any Offence contrary to the 
Provisions ef the said recited Act, previously to the passing of this Act, 
shall and may be recovered and applied in the same manner, to all Intents 
and Purposes, as if the said recited Act had not been repealed, 


The following Rates of Postage to be paid. 


IIf. And be it farther enacted, That it shall and omy be lawful for 
His Majesty's Post Master General,. to demand, have, receive, and take, 
for every Letter or Packet which shall be bronght into Great Britain by 
any Ship or Vessel arriving from Ceylon, the Mauritius, or any Port or 
Place within the limits of the Charter of the United Company of Merchants 
of Exgiand trading to the East Indies, or from the Cape of Good Hope, the 
Rates following ; thyt is to say, 


Rates for Letters from India. 


For every such Letter or Packet, a “ea Postage of Four pence; pro- 
vided the same shall not exceed the Weight of ‘Three Ounces: 


And for every Letter or Packet exceeding the Weight of Three 
Ounces, a Sea Postage of One Shiliing per Ounce, in addition to an inland 
or internal Postage @uich may arise upou the inland Conveyance of such 
Letters and Packets. 


And for the Encouragement of the Masters or Commanders of such 
Ships or Vessels, it shall be lawful for the Postmaster General to allow to 
every such Commander or Master the Sam of Two-pence a Letter or Packet 
upon afi sach Letters and Packets as he or they respectively, on their arri- 
val from Ceylon, the Mauritius, or any Port or Place within the Limits of 
the Charter of the said United Company, or from the Cape ef Good Hope, 
shall deliver unto the Deputy or Deputies of the Postmaster Geaeral, ac- 
cording to the Directions herein-after contained. 


Letters may be forwarded to India. 


IV. And be it further enacted, That it shail and may be lawfel to and 
for His Majesty’s Postmaster General, and his Deputy avd Deputies by 
him thereunto authorized, in his and their Discretion, to eollect and re~- 
ceive Letters and Packets of Letters directed to Ceylon, the Mauritius, er 
any Port or Place within the Limits of the said United Company's Charter, 
or to the Cape ef Good Hope, and to forward the same by any Ships er Ves- 
sels that he in his Discretion shall think fit; and also that it shail and may 
be lawful to and for His Majesty’s Postmaster General, and his Depaty and

For every such Letter a Sea Postage of Two-pence; provided the 
game shall not exceed the Weight of Three Ounces; 


And for every Letter or Packet exceeding in Weight Three Ounces, a 
Sea Postage at the Rate of One Shilling per Ounce; any Law, Statete, 
Usage, or Custom to the contrary thereof uotwithsianding. 
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| Rates for Newspapers, Se. 

V. And be it further enacted, That it shall and may be lawfal to and 
for His Majesty's Postmaster General, and his Deputy or Deputies by 
him thereunto authorized, in his and their Discretion, to receive Newse 
' papers or printed Price Currents, and also any printed Paper liable to the 
Stamp Daties and duly stamped, for Conveyance to such Places ag 
aforesaid; and also that it shall and may be lawful to and for His Majesty’s 
Postmaster General, and hig Deputy and Deputies, to and for the Use 
of His Majesty, His Heirs aud Successors, to demand, have, receive, and 
take, for the Conveyance of the same, the Sum of One Penny for each 
Packet uot exceeding One Ounce, aud for each Packet exceeding One 
Ounce, at the Rate of One Penny per Ounce; provided always, that the 
same be sent in Covers open at the Sides 


Letters, §c. may be forwarded in any other Manner than through the 
Post Office. 


VI. And be it further enacted, That nothing herein contained shall 
be constrned to oblige any Person or Persons to send any Letters ot 
Packets of Letters, or any Newspapers, or printed Prices Current, or 
any other printed Papers, to the East Indies, or to the Istands of Ceylon 
or the Mauritius, o¢ any Port or Place whatsoever within the Limits of the 
Charter of the said United Company, or to the Cape ef Good Hope, through 
His Majesty’s Post Office, but that it shall be lawfal for all Persons ta 
seod Letters and Packets of Letters, Newspapers, priated Prices Current, 
and other printed Papers to those Places in any Manner that they may 
find practicable and convenient. 


Commanders of Ships or Vessels bound to the East Indies required ta 
take Bags. 


VIE. And be it farther enacted, That the Commanders of all Ships 
or vessels bound to Ceylon, the Mauritius, or any Port or Place within 
the Limits of the Charter of the said United Company, or to the Cape 
of Good Hope, ave hereby required to receive on board their respective 
Ships any Bag or Bags of Letters and Packets which shall be tendered - 
to them for, Conveyance as aforesaid hy the Postmaster General, or his 
Deputy and Deputies, without receiving or being e@titied to receive any 
Remuneration for such Conveyance. 


Penalty on refusing to receive, or negleeting to deliver, 2001. 


VIEL. And be it further enacted, That in case avy such Commander

Court of Directors and Serret Committee may receive and send Letters 
and Packets to and from the Governments in India free of 
Postage Sc. 

XI. And be it further enacted, That it shall be lawfal for the Conrt 
of Directors of the said Uaited Company, or the Secrect Commitiee ap- 
pointed by the said Court, in pursuance of Twe Acts passed in the Thir- 
ty-third and Fifty-third Years of His present Majesty's Reign, to receive 
free trom all Daty of Postage from the several Governmeate in India, 
or from auy Agent or other Officer of the said Company, at any Place 
with the Limits of the Charter of the said Company, any Letters or Packet 
relating eatirely to the Affairs of the said Company, and in like Manneg 
to send any such Letters and Packets addressed to auch Governments, 
; Ageata, or other Officers, free from all Duty ot Postage; provided that 
all Letters so sent be superscribed by the Chairman or Deputy Chair- 
man, or Secretary or Assistant Secretary of the said Company, 


And may receive the same from their Agents by the Company's Ships, 
ree of Postage. 


X. And be it farther enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the 
said Court of Directors, Secret Committee, and Secretary or Assistant Se. 
cretary of the said United Company, to receive from any Officer or Agent 
of the said Company abroad any Letters or Packets entirely relating to 
the Affairs of the said Company by Ships iu the Service of the said Com- 
pany, in the Manner heretofore accustomed, without Payment of any 
Postage, and without subjecting any Person to any Penalty or Forfeiture 
in respect thereof.

ROYAL ACADEMY EXHIBITION; 
(From the Examiner.) 


The class of Portraiture has had a creat dimination of interest 
this season from the absence of Sir T. Lawrence's pencil, which has 


. been the only one in the Exhibition since Reynolda’s, materially cons 


, necting it with eabjects of higher importance. Thore have been iadecd,’ 


occasional touches of this talont, such as the late Mr. Harlowe’s Quem 
Catharine from Shakespeare, and Mr. Clint’s Lord Ogieby, Canton, 
and Brush, now in the large room, But none of our Paintora 
have given a poctical cast of thought -to portraits like Sir T. Law. 
rence. For instance, there have been no exaltations of individual 
resombtauce, like his Kemble as Rolla, or hin Lady Leicester as Hope, 
from Spencer, In some important respects, Sir Thomas is surpassed. 
Thas, thoagh no one has better general arrangement of colour, ho is 
inferior to Sir W. Boechey in sweetness of tone, to Mr. Jackson and 
Mr. Phillips in tinting the skin, and in alltocal colour, aad in bringing 
it out with ite fullest power, as in the Portraite of A Corbett, 
Mr. Lambton, Mr, Crabbe, &c. by Mr. Phillips, and of Mr, Daace, 
Mre. Cc. Long, &e. by Mr-Jackson. ; 


Mr. Jackson's capital portrait of Lord Normanby ix not in good 
keeping with the Place that nobleman stands in; for if riding-boots 
and spurs are sometimes worn by ambalators as well as ridera on the 
sea-shore, it certninly is not usnal to*%e standing there, without a hat 
under asqualty sky, and especially wheaa tlosely-buttoned coat, and 
a snug well lined cloak over it, sach a% are here seen, give shivering 
evidence of a frigid atmosphere. We woul, not wish fo dispense 
with his Lordship’s boots, painted so admiribly to the (still) life, 
did we not observe, that an uncommon surface painting skill is équally 


well developed by the Artist in every thing else, and that Day and” 


Martia’s unrivalled liqaid would have shone from Mr. JSack#on’s 
brush with as ebony a luster on a pair of suitable shoes. If. too, the 
entire head must be seen (and itis always desirable in a portrait), 
why, in the name of consistency, not make it aninn-door one. These 
inconsistencies may he regarded by some perhaps, as amall ones, as 
small perhaps ‘as Mr Caynine and the amiable ADDINGTONS regard 
their driaking wise and ruiing together, after viraleatly abusing cach 
other: or as BorrovuGin, the lately returned Member for Taunton, 
does his renegado-like surrender of the independant voters in that 
town, who elected him, to a passively obedient ministerial list. But 
consistency ia Art, as in politics and every thing else, when it is ou 
the side of truth, is always estimable, tis always indeed the com- 
panion of truth. She could n® more be trath without it, than a man- 
ly and independent spirit can agree with any degree of servility, or 
than sach a spirit can exist ian.a boughtand perjared Moamber of Par- 
liament, We observe a like defect ia Mr Owen's portrait of Sir JT. 
Ackland, where the gcentieman’s hat, with his glaves lying carefully 


in it, are on the ground instead of his.head. This.is an upaccounta- ' 
ble situation, except Sir Thomas, in bis walks, has strange moments. 


of starting and upward-looking aberration, such as bo really appeara 
to have on this canvass. A man might perchance, as he rambied-- 
broad alene, suddenly stop, assume an. attitude, plant one foot be- 
hind the other, fold his arms, and look upwards at—perhaps “acloud 
that looks like a camel or a whale,” bat we cannot so readily account 
for his placing, before he did all this, bis bat and gloves on the grass, 
The flesh is here painted much livelier than has been the practice of 
this artist. His general spread of colour is a consistent grey, but hia 
femate carnations are still in too low a key. The complexion of the 
lovelicst flowers of the human race is somewhat deadened by his pen- 
cil, like flowers of the garden, after being some time plucked. This 
is obvious in comparing 93, A Lady, to contigaously placed pictures ; 
to Sabrina, by Mr. Weatall, and 87. The Duchess of Cambridge, by 
Sic W. Beechy, But there is such ease in his portraits, such taste 
in the dresses, such nerve in the execution, such accordance ia the 
general colour, and sach strong resemblance, that Mr. Owen’s ta- 
lents will always be highiy esteemed. We liked Mr, Shee better last 
year than formerly, and like him still more this, bat the bloom 
his femate checks and lips is still a little too positive and pretty. They 
seem to engross too much of the red stream that in nature assiste to 
carry health and beauty into other parte also of her fair dominion, 
and love inte the heart of man. Mr. Shee’s portraits still retain some- 
thing Of the appearance of being seen under a glossy surface, a 
transparent covering of coloured ice: In natare, only glass, water, 
and highty pohshed objects, have stch a glossiness: still his portrait 
ot Mr. Macnab, has a look of breathing actuality that is far from be- 
ing ordinary. Me. Pickersgill ig making great advances. His atti- 
tudes aro ancenstrained. He lays his colour on with a justly felt 
confidence, aud it is like his originals. While he sacrifices no neces- 
sary details, be pleases by his breadths, He gives bis portraits ap- 
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propriate character and strong likeness, Such, with its manly as 
well as gentlemanly air, is 216, General Sir R. Wilson, whose breast 
is loaded on the outside with woll carned insignia, gained by his fine 
ebivalrous spirit, and inside with the noble spirit of liberty, which 
would be as successfu) against his and his country’s worst enemies at 
home, as he has been against his enemies abroad, did they not beat 
him in one thing, in sumbers, in a host of hired mercenarics. 


In the late Princess Charlotte, Mr. Chaion baa well hit off her 

open countenance, and pallid complexion. He has succeeded in con- 
ferring an ait of mixed mildness and diguity on ber look, countenance, 
and dress, spread out as it is in length on the sofa she is sitting n. 
He makes us, in finc, sigh out approval. To 65, The Honorable 
Mackenzie, Mr. Geddes has given power of colour; aleo originality,— 
a difficult attainment. His attitades are always casy and clegant.— 
Mr. Raeburn has also originality of colour, but we think it erroncous- 
ly gloomy. In apite of the bright carnations in his figares, they ap- 
pear as if some storm of fate was ready to burst over their devoted 
heads, from the unnaturally “‘ green and yellow melancholy” clouds 
and back-grounds. Mr. Raeburn is however always interestingly vi- 
gorous. He lays on bis paint with intelligent firmness, drawing, and 
effect, and the positions and movements of bis figures are always good. 
A gracefully manly air distinguishes 212, Highland Chief.—87, por- 
trait of the Duchess of Caminidge, by Sit W. Beechey, comes natu- 
rally out from the canvass upon the approving eye of taste. It shews 
throughboat the liveff light of day, which we think is too much kept 
ont of portraits in general. tis cleguntly attired with almost real 
looking sattin, &c. It melts into our souls with sweet blendings. It 
is, in short, so femininely and amiably insinuating, as to be aniver- 
sally admired, and almost to cheat us into what no pictare ever did 
or perhaps will deserve, vnreserved approval, But Sir William bas 
his faults, He sometimes blends his fleshy tints to a degree of soft- 
ness that roverses his intended aim, and produces something of the 
effect of marbiy hardness, as in 205, portrait of Lady Stanley, which 
is deficient in those touchy breaks, without which flesh in portraits 
will always thas appear, or like firm smooth wax. It is however a 
fascinating portrait.— Mr. Beechey is allied to Sir William as closcly 
in Art as iv filial relationship, He paints with much of his tuition of 
heart and imagination, the soft attractions of the prime cbharmer— 
woman, He has, too, an eye and power for giving the bolder aspects 
of her protector—man. Thus ia 240, A Field Officer of the Life 
Guards, the bandiing Js firm, the colour, and chareacuro, rich aud 
strong, the look mauly and martial.

Interesting to’ Naturalistz.— Recently, as the workmen of Mr. 
A. Marks of Liskeard, were cutting across an ash tree, they disco- 
vered a bird’s nest in the interior of the tree, eontaining three eggs. 
The nest was ecotirely sarrounded with sound timber, about eight 
inches thick, without the leaat appearance of an opening to the out- 
side. About 30 years since, a similar discovery was made in Ply- 
mouth Dock-yard, a hitd oalled a heckmal beiug found sitting on its 
eggs, in the centre of a large oak tree, which, by ite immense growth, 
must have beén enclosed 80 or 90 years.

The inclosure of living 
tonds in large blocks of marble has becn occasionally perceived: but 
the above discovery is anovel circumstance, and weziis the attention 
of the naturalist.

at their Rendezvous off Kishma. From what we can learn respect- 
ing the disposal of the Joasmee Fleet, it would appear the greater 
part of them ase at Ras ul Kbyma, preparing to resist the attack of 
our troops. . J 

The Persians it is said, aré preparing to co-operate with us, and 
that 5000 men are in readiness to embark from‘Gombroon with the 
intention of garrisoning Babrein ; it is further mentioned that a Per- 
siao of high rank, had embarked on board the Hosornble Company’s 
Cruizer Teignmouth, on a mission’ to the Imaum of Muscat, one ob- 
ject of which was toengage shipping to convey the Persian troops to 
the Arabian shore. 

Letters from the Albinfa, at Cochin the 12th November, mention 
that they experienced a very smart gale of wind off Cannanore, on 
the 7th Nov.: but owing to the admirable qualities of their little 
Ship, sustained no damage whatever. Sir Evan is stated to be in 
good health aad spirits ; they.would depart on the 14th in the even- 
ing. 

The first division of the Transports in charge of the Curlew, was 
spoken with by the Eugenia, on the 16th November, withio two or 
three days sail of the place of Rendezvous. [ Bombay Gazette. 





Madras, Dee. 7.—The Northerly winds have blown with some : 


strength for the last few days, and yesterday the weather was very 
squaliy and threatening at times, accompanied with fresh gales, The. 
long expected Post Office Packet Sappho, came into the roade on 
Sanday morning, received the Mails on board, and continued her 
voyage immediately standing away with a fine breeze. She will in 
all probablility be clear of the Bay by to-morrow; she was out of 
aight at4 P.M. The Sappho bad 90 Passengers for Madras. 

“The homeward bound Ship Barton, Captain Goldsmith, also 
eame in on Sunday afternoon.’ She unfortunately struck ia the 
morning on the Armegon Shoal and unshipped her rudder, but we 
believe sustained no other damage. 

. We hope soon to hail the arrival of a Ship from England once 
again in our Port. The General Paimer, Captain Truscott, whose 
arrival in the Thames io June bas been already noticed, we learn was 
to refit with all possible expedition, in order to her being immediate- 
ly despatched on a return voyage to this country. She comes to Ma- 
yon direct, and was expected to sail (rom the Dowas iu all the month 
of August. 

After the foregoing was in the Press, the Ship Lord Wellington, 
LL. Wasee, cawe to an anchor ia the roads. She left Calcutta the Ist 
of November.

Madura would have been forsaken by us, When this Prince possessed 
such a rooted aversion to Dutch power, that he actually once seized 
the arm of the Writer of this Letter, and with tears in his eyes be- 
sought him to say that the British wore not to quit Java, and leave 
him defenceless within the power of his enemies, 


Is it, above all, likely, that siz milions of population, inbabiting 
this magnificent Island, perfectly capable of ma oy fall means of 
livelihood to a large portion of our Countrymen, and that.too ina 
country, as saperior to the barren sands of Sonthern Afiica, as the 
mansions of Paradise are to the dungeons of Tartaras—ialt, I repeat, 
conceivable, that the inestimable Island of Java (to say nothing of 
Banca) with its valuable and amiable people, whe in a manner 
adored the English, and to every individual of whom the higheset 
acceptable present was an article of British manufacture, coald have 
been alienated from the general interests of the British Empire, had 
the Jeva Gazette been filled with facts for the information of the Su- 
preme Government in Calcutta, and the Parliament in London, in 
whose hands its future destinies were placed? 


The loss of Java may be considered amongst the bitterest fruits 
proceeding from the Thraldom of the Press; and every true hearted 
Briton, isin my opinion bound to implore eternal Providence to 
shower perpetual biessinzs on the head of the illustrious, the immor- 
tal Hastixcs, who has s0 materially benefited his Country by the 
complete removal of those degrading aad peraicious shackles.
